V. We Confeſs the moſt holy Pope ought by all Men to be honoured 
with honour, with greater "7 of theKnee than 15 due toChritt himſelf. 
VI. We Confeſs and Aﬀſſert, that the Pope ought to be heard by all Men 
in 21] things, as the moit Holy Father, withaie c exception, according to 
the Direction of his Inſtitutions, and whoſoever {hail do on the contrary ; 
ſuch FIETEFICKS, without pity, are not only to be Burnt, but both Body 


and Soul to be Calt into Hel).

We Confeſs and Allert, that thoſe who ufe to partake in one 
kind, do uſe and partake of whole Chritt with his Fleſh and Blood, and 
with his Deity and Bones, but thoſe who partake under both kinds, only 
teed upon and enjoy the bread. 
XV. We Confcls that there are Seven Real and true Sacraments. 
XVI. We Confeſs that God 15 honoured. in Images, and by them is 


owned of Men. 
XVII. We Confeſs that the bleſſed Virgin Mary is worthy of more 


honour from Men and I els than Chrut the: Son of God. 


XVIII. We Confeſs that the blefled Virgin Mary i5 the Queen of Hea- 
ven ; and that ſhe reigns, together with her Son, according ro Whole 


pleaſure the Son ought to do all thINgs. 

XIX. We Conftels that rhe Bones of the Saints have great virtue, where 
fore they ſhould be honoured by Men, and have Chapels DUIC tO them. 

XX. We Confeſs the Roman Doftrine to be Catholic and P ure, Ij- 
vine, Saving, Ancient and True; but the Evangelical! Du© rine (trom 
which we my recede) to be falſe, erroneous, blatp 1Crmous, curted, here- 
tical, damnable, ſeditious, and wicked, acviſed and teigned ; wh erefore, 
ſceing the Roman Relig 19101 Under ONE kind is wholly at 1d ful ly faving and 
good, therefore we Curle all thoſe who inſtructed us 1n tha at Herehic, 4s 
perverſe and wicked under both kinds ; we pronounce our Parents accur- 
| fed, which Educated us in that Heretical Faith, and .we Curſe them 
which cauſed us to doubt of the Roman Catholick Faith ; likewiſe thoſt 
too which adminiſtred to us of that curſed Cup : Yea, wwe Curſe our own 
ſelves, and do pronounce our ſelves accurſed, becauſe wv; * Gid partake of 
| that Curſed and Heretical Tap of which we ought not to ade done. 

XXT. We Confeſs that the Holy Scripture 1s C imperfe& and a dead Let- 
ter, ſo far as it 15 not explained by the Fope, and granted by ny ro be 
read by the Lay people. | 

XXII. We Conteſs that one Maſof the Roman Pricft is more profita- 
ble than a hundred and more Sermons of the Evangelical Minift cers, and 
| therefore we Curſe thoſe Books which we have read, which contain that 
Heretical and Blaſphemous Dofrine, and we bring a Curſe upon all thoſe 
Works committed while we abode in that Hai ehical Faith, lot} they ſhoul:l 

procure any thing to us before God in the laſt Day. 

XXIII. We do all theſe things out of a pure heart, alſcrting that the 
Roman Church; in theſe and the like Articles, is mott true, with a .fo- 

lemn renunciation of that Heretical Doftrine, b:fore you, Reveren f [Lords 
and Fathers, betore you, honourable Men, honourable Matrons, youns 
Men and Virgins preicnt ; and moreover, we {wear we will not, as lo1s 
as we hve, though it might | be lawful for us, turn again to that: Dees] 
Doctrine der both kinds, and we do alſo fd that ſo lonz as a dr OP of 
blood remains 19 our Bodies, we will: perſecute that curſed Evangehlicai 
Dottrine, every way both openly and ſecretly, violently and. frequenly, 
by Word "OT Deed, and by the Sword allo. _ 

Laſt of all, we Swear (on ſuppoſition that a change happen, either in 
the Temporal or Spiritual State abroad) before God, Angels, and you 
preſent, that we will never for fear or favour, depact from this ſaving 
Roman Catholick Faith and Holy C purch, n2r ever retura to eIMDrace that
